HE Commanding Officer or the Regiment for the Time 
being is to take Care to make himſelf molt intimately 
acquainted with every Part of the Standing Orders, over tlie 

punctual Execution of which he is to watch, as he is reſponſible 
For the Conduct of his Officers, non-commiſſioned Officers, and 
Soldiers; in ſhorr, for the whole Management of the Regiment 
during his Command. He has no Power to change or act in 
,Oppoſition to any Order that is written in the Standing Orderly 
Book, nor to deviate from any eſtabliſned Cuſtom of the Regi- 
ment without having the Sanction of the Commandant to do 
o, becauſe there never could be an ſteady uniform Syſtem 
ſtabliſhed, if every Commanding Officer was, during his Com- 
and, to introduce his own. The Standing Orders are iſſued 
by the Commandant, to whom the Reſponſibility of the Regi- 
ment attaches, and they are permanently fixed. Without mul- 
iplying them too much, it is impoſſible to introduce into them 
very individual Circumſtance of Detail; therefore, Cuſtom 


muſt, after all, ſtand for Something: and if a Commanding 


Officer finds, from his own Experience, that any Cuſtom of 
| pd the 
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the Regiment is deſective, he muſt report it to the Con- 
mandant wherever he 1s, who will change tt, or not, as he ma 
think proper, but no Alteration muſt be made till his Directichs 
are received; and on ſuch an Occaſion, the aboliſhing of one 
Cuſtom and Introduction of another, muſt be entered into the 
Daily Orderly Books of the Regiment, and carried into the 
Standing Orderly Books, claſſed under the proper Heads. After 
the moſt ſcrupulous Attention to provide for every Part of the 
Detai!, there may local Circumſtances ariſe in a Quarter which 
have not. been foreſeen ; in which Caſe the Commanding 
Officer of the Regiment muſt, of Courſe, be at Libetty to 
adopt the Standing Orders to them, as well as he can, report- 
ing the ſame to the Commandant wherever he is, if the 
Duration is at all material, 

All Orders the Commanding Officer of the Regiment receives 
from the War-£ flice, or Adjutant General's Office, Le will, of 
Courſe, comply with, and ſee them executed according to the 

beſt of his Judgment, keeping always cloſely in View the Stand- 
ing Orderly Book cf the Regiment, which is the general Guide 
for his whole Conduct, providing for almoſt every detail, and 
affording general ”rinciples for every Circumſtance that is likely 
to occur. The C mmanding Officer muſt not only attend to 
the Duty of the Regiment, Dreſs and Appearance of Officers 
and Men, but «Io he muſt frequently viſit and take Notice that 
the eſtabliſned Methods ar: obſerved ; therefore he muſt take 
Pains to inſtruct hiraſelf out of the Standing Orders on theſe 
Points. He muit frequently make the different Inſpections or 
dered for the Officers, of Quarters. ſuleſſes, &c. of the Men, 
and of Neceſſaries if he ſuſpects any Deficiency, accompanied by 
the Officer or Officers of the Company at the Time ſpecified 
in the Standing Orders, taking one Company at one Time, 
another at another, and ſo on. He muſt now and then, as 
Opportunity offers and Occafion requires, viſit the Out-quar- 
ters, and on the Viſitatiors inſpect very accurately Men, Quark 
ters, Meſſes, &c. | | 

The Commanding Cihcer can now have no Difficulty what-. 

ever in keeping up the exact Diſcipline of the Kegiment ; for 
if ke ſecs an Officer deviatirig from it, in the leaſt Degree, he 
Has oniy to defire him to; refer to the Standing Orders, which; 
being once ifued as ſuch, if the Commanding Officer, fot 15 
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Time being, allows any Body to deviate from them, he is ne- 
gligent in the higbeſt Degree of his Duty. But it is not con- 
ceived poſſible, that when a Code of Standing Orders are 
given to the Regiment, the Officers can want watching to mai.e 
them adhere to them. As the Reſponſibility attaches to the 
Commanding Officer of the Regiment for the Time being, as 
far as relates to the due Execntion of the Standing Orders put 
into his Hands, and the providing properly for any local Cir- 
cumſtance, or eventual Cafe that may occur, he is certainly at 
Liberty to give Officers ſuch occaſional Leave of Abſence from 
Duty as is conſiſtent with the Service, though this muſt not be 
carried to an Extent which, by allowing the Officers to be too 
much abſent from the daily Duty, becomes hurtful to Diſcipline, 
In doing this, the Commanding Officer muſt recolle&, that out 
of the Number of Officers ordered by his Majeſty to be preſent 
with the Regiment from the Review, to the loth of March or 
Iſt of April following, viz. a Field Officer per Regiment, at 
leaſt—3 Captains per Regiment, and a Subaltern per Company, 
or more if the Situation of the Regiment requires it ; he cannot 
allow any one to be abſent from it more than two Days, be- 
tween two Returns, unleſs in Caſe of real Urgency, which he 
muſt report immediately to the War-Office : and ſhould an Of- 
Aicer be likely in ſuch a Caſe to be abſent long, the laſt of the 
ſame Rank (that is a Captain, if it is a Captain, or Subaltera, 
if a Subaltern) who went on Leave, muſt be recalled. For 
more explicit Inſtructions on this Head the Officers are referred 
to his Majeſty's Warrant of the 11th of February, 1767, 
which is in the printed Book of Regulations in Poſſeſſion of the 
Adjutant. The Commanding Officer to be preſent every ſettling 
©4th, at the comparing of the Paymaſter's and Adjutant!s 
Books; he is alſo to read the Articles of War and Standing Or- 
ders himſelf at the Times ſtated, and always to give the Words 
of Command when he has the Regiment undex Arms together, 
andnot allow the Adjutant to do it unleſs on particular Occaſions. 
If it ſhall unfortunately be neceſſary to put an Officer under 
Arreſt, the Adjutant muſt be ordered to do it, informing the 
Officer of the Reaſon in Writing; in the Abſence of the Adju- 


tant the Orderly Officer. If a Serjeant is put under Arreſt, the 


Serjeant-Major takes his Sword and keeps it. The Serjeant 
remains in Arreſt in his Room; a Corporal the ſame unleſs Cir- 
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cumſtances require a cloſer Confinement. The Commandin 
Officer of the Regiment has Authority to put any Perſon under 
his Command in Arreſt. The Commanding Officer mutt be 
extremely atcentive to the young Officers—never to allow them 
to relax in their Atte tion to the Drills; and alſo to the Officer 
on Guard, and to the Orderly Officers punctual Execution of 
their Duty. | 
Ihe Articles of War, the Books in Poſſeſſion of the Adjutant, 
containing all Orders from the War-Office, and Adjutant Ge- 
neral's Office, and the Standing Orders of the Regiment, are 
fully ſufficient to regulate the Commanding Officer in the Exe- 
cution of his Duty, "The Commanding Officer muſt take Care 
that no Clothing is made or fitted, or Hats cocked, contrary to 
the Patterns fixed on in the Regiment, ſo that a preciſe Uni- 
formity may always prevail. This relates to Foraging Caps, 
Legins, &c. as wel as all the Clothing found by the Colonel; 
and likewiſe the ſame Rule muſt be obterved in ReſpeR to the 
Make ard Fitting of all Accoutrements and Clothing, ſo that no 
Commanding Officer is at Liberty, on thoſe Occaſions, to de- 


viate from the eſtabliſhed Cultom, by which Means conſtant 
Uniformity is enſured, |

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COMMANDING OFFICER 


r A QUARTER, WHICH, IS NOT THE HEAD-QUARTER$ 
OF THE REGIMENT. 
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HE. Commanding Officer of a Quarter is reſponſible for the 
Standing Orders of the Regiment being moſt punctualſy 
complied with, by that Part of the Regiment under his Com- 
mand, and alſo for the regular Returns and Reports (made out 
in the proper r-gimental Form) being ſent at the Time ſpecified 
to the Commanding Officer of the Regiment. He muſt, there- 
fore, be well verſed in the S andi-g Orders, which are to be his 
Guide on all Occaſrons. He is reſponſible to the Officer cord- 
manding the Regiment for the Appearance of his Command, 
both Officers and Men, in every Reſpec, at all Times—and as 
+ the Standing Orders ate ſigned by the Commandant he has no- 


thing 
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thing to do but refer an Officer to them, if he finds him de-

viating, which he mult abſolutely do without Scruple, otherwiſe 
he will incur a Cenſure for Neglect himſelf. Should ſuch Irre- 
gularities happen in his Quarter, as call for Example; he mult 
immediately make an accurate Report of them to the Officer 


-commanding the Regiment, and not; through a miſtaken Le- 


nity, ſcreen the Offenders z becauſe, in à well diſciplined 
Corps, there ought not to be the ſmalleſt Difference bet ern the 


Companies at an Out-quarter, and thoſe at the Head-quarters f 


the Regiment; Smaller Offences he will puniſh by Confine+ 
ment, Drills, or additional Duties, as he ſhall think proper. 


He muſt take Care that all the Duties of the Quarters, Drills; 


&c. are carried on exattly according to the Standing Orders, 
and that the Appearance of Officers and Men is the ſame pre- 
ciſely as at Head- quarters. 1 456 
It the Commanding Officer goes into his Qyatter and finds any 
Thing contrary to Order, he will lay the Blame entirely to him. 
He has no Authority to give any Leave of Abſence from the Re- 
Er: therefore, if an Officer under his Command wants that 
ndulgence, he (the Officer commanding the Quarter) muſt 
apply, if he thinks proper to the Officer commanding the Re- 
giment on the Subject, otherwiſe it cannot be granted a 
He may grant Furloughs to non-commiſſioned Officers and 
Privates without Application to Head- quarters, but they mult, 
not exceed the Time between the Weekly State, not allow 
them to be abſent at the Time of any Return. 1 
Whenever there appears any local Objection in the Quarter 
to the Execution of any Order, or Obſervance of any eſtabliſhed 
Cuſtom, the Commanding Officer of the Quarter mult report 
it to the Officer commanding the Regiment, and receive his 
Orders upon the Subject. | =

HEY. are to make themſelves Maſters of the Standing 

Orders, of which they are always to have a Copy in 

their Poſſeſſion. They are to attend all Parades, excepting the 

common daily Drills, at which the Orderly Officer and Adju- 

tant need only be preſent; and if it is neceſſary to have an ad- 

ditional Roll-Call in the Cantonments they muſt likewiſe attend 
it occaſionally, without giving any Notice, 

Whenever an Officer is taken ill, he muſt report it to the 
Commanding Officer of the Quarter immediately ; if at Head- 
quarters, to the Adjutant, who reports it to the Commanding 
Officer : on every Occaſion of turning out Officers are to repair 
to the Companies, Officers, when in the Quarters of the Re- 
giment, are to appear, at all Times, dreſſed in the Regimentals, 
according to the Duty they are on, in Conformity to the Orders 
on that Subject: nor are they to wear coloured Clothes, ex- 
cepting when going from the Regiment, or in purſuit of coun- 
try Diverſions. In common about their Quarters they are to 
appear in Uniform. Officers are always to have a Size Roll 
and Lift of the Men, and alſo a Lift of Quarters of their Com- 
panies, made out according to the regimental Form. All Offi- 
cers to make the Inſpection of their Companies regularly, ac- 
cording to the Orders on that Head. Every Officer command- 
ing a Company is reſponſible firſt, in every ReſpeR, to the 
Officer commanding the Regiment or Quarter, and he has full 
Authority to enforce the Diſcipline of it amongft Officers, non- 
commiſſioned Officers, and Privates, according to the Articles 
of War and Standing Orders. Every Officer is to make him- 
ſelf Maſter of the Exerciſe of the Regiment, as it is his Duty to 
inſpe& his Company, and as he will occafionaily be ordered to 
exerciſe his Company or the Regiment, to fee that he is perfect 


in this eſſential Particular. The Standing Orders give him the 
neceſſary 
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neceſſary Information. Every Officer newly appointed to a 
Company muſt do the Duty of it under the Kye of the Com- 
manding Officer of the Company ; or, if he is the only Officer 
with it, uncer the Eye of the Commanding Officer of the Regi- 
ment, affiſted by the Adjutant, who will inflruQ him in march- 
ing, &c. &c. and he muſt be provided with the Standing Orders, 
which he mult copy with his own Hand, and which, whenfiniſhed, 
muſt be compared by the Adjutant's, and the Compariſon reported 
to the Commanding Officer of the Regimeut; if Orders are 
3 the writing the Standing Orders will be diſpenſed with. 
_ Beſides this, hemuſt read the Articles of ar with great Aiten +» 

tion; nor muſt any young Officer leave Head- quarters till he is 
perfected in exerciſing, and alſo pra iced in drilling. No Ofh- 
cer for the Day, or for any Duty, is to change his Turn, or any 
Part of it, without Leave of the Commanding Officer. 

The Commanding Officers of Companies are to receive their 
Morning Reports, and examine them well on the Companies 
Parades, ſo that they may be perfectly acquainted with the State 
of the r Companies, before the General Parade—and they muſt 
count the Files to ſee that all are preſent who are reported fo ; 
they are to obſerve the ſame with all their Field Returns. No- 
thing is ſo abſurd as an Officer, not being able to account to the 
Commanding Officer for every Man in his Company, without 
referring to his Serjeant or Rell ; therefore, they muſt abſolutely 
do it, as the Contrary makes them appear in a very ridiculous 
Light: It is impoſſible for Officers to ſhew too much Zeal and 
Alertneſs in the Execution of their Duty, or too much Anxiety 
for the Appearance of their Companies—it inſpires the non- 
commiſſioned Officers and Soldiers with the ſame and has the 
beſt Effet. Every Officer muſt be accurately acquainted with 
the Articles of War. : 

Officers are always to remain appointed to the ſame Com- 
panies, except when Promotions neceſſarily make a Change; 
and whenever they may be ordered to do Duty in other Com- 
panies, ſtill they belong to the ſame Compan | 

V\ henever the Service will permit, full Latitude will be given 
to the King's Indulgence, relative to the Abſence of Officers, 
All Officers having Leave of Abſence to inform the Officer com- 
manding in Quarters where a Letter will find them, in Caſe it 
ſhould be neceſſary to * them before the * of 
2 uch

ſuch Leave ; the Direction to be left with the Adjutant and 
any Officer abſent, with Leave, out of Great Britain, to leave 
luis Addre's alſo with the Agent. Every Officer has Authority 
to put a Serjeant or Corporal in Arreſt, and in cloſe Confine- 
ment if neceſſary, and, of Courſe, to confine any Drummer or 
Private. The Officers mult pay the utmoſt Attention to the 
Appearance of all Sentries, and all Soldiers of the Regiment, 
whether on or off Duty, ordering ſuch as appear improperly 
dreſſed in any Reſpect into confinement, or to Drill, as ſhall 
ſeem neceſſary, whether they belong to their own Company or 
not; this contributes very much to keeping the Regiment alert 
and in good Order. | 

They never mult paſs over Impropriety of Appearance in any 
Man, and when they order a Man to Drill, they muſt ſpecify 


the Time for which they order him, if it is a Puniſhment ; and 


if it is on Aecount of Aukwardneſs he remains till it is correQed. | 
Every Officer, whether preſent or not with the Regiment, 


and who wants King s Leave, muſt apply firſt to the Officer 
commanding the Regiment, who will ſpecify ſuch Officer's Wiſh 
to the Commandant (in Caſe he is not with the Regiment) for 
his Approbation. The Commandant, notwithſtanding, al- 
though he may not be with the Regiment, reſerves to himſelf 
the Privilege of applying for ſuch Leave on the Application of 
an Officer to him, without writing to the Officer commanding 
the Regiment, if he may fee Occaſion for it. Habit will render 
the Duty of an Officer eaſy, and he will feel a Satisfaction in 
ſeeing his People improve under his Care and Management. 
Officers when they fall in with the Regiment, either in their 
Front or Rear, are to obſerve the ſtricteſt ſilence and greateſt 
Attention to their Companies or Platoons. 8

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= THE ADJUTANT. 


BE Adjutant muſt be perſectly acquainted with every 

Part of the Exerciſe of the Regiment, cf which he will 
inform himſelf out of the Standing Ordeis. He muſt be very 
Ciligent in conducting his Drills according to theſe Orders; nor 
ever, on any Account, introduce any Deviation of his cn. He 
mult parade all Guards and Detachments and Duty Men whatever, 
f aud 
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and, when he has thoroughly inſpected them, deliver them to the 
Officers or non- commiſſioned Officers appointed to command 
them. He mult keep a watchful Eye over all the non-congmiſſioned 
Officers, and obſerve narrowly that the Serjeant Major, and thoſe 
employed in the Drills, adhere cloſely to the Directions given; 
but though they muſt be alert and ſharp at the Drilks, he mult 
abſolutely prevent their ſwearing or uſing any improper Lan- 
guage. He receives all regimental and brigade Orders, and 
delivers them to the Orderly Serjeants. He has the Charge of 
all the regimental Books and Papers, which he muſt keep in the 
proper regimental Box, in the beſt Manner poſſible, and always 
ready to be ſeen by the Officer commanding the Regiment. He 
muſt examine cloſely the Standing and Daily Orderly Books, 
and Regiſter Book of each Company, every ſettling 24th, and 
report ſuch Examination to the Officer commanding the Regi- 
ment, ſo that he becomes anſwerable for all the Books in the 
Regiment being in perfect Order. At all Times he muſt be able 
to lay his Hand on any Order or Paper that may be wanted in 
an Inſtant ; therefore they muſt be all tied up in Parcels, accord- 
ing to their Year, and docketed as to their Contents, Dates, and 
Page of Entry, with which Dockets the Indexes of the Books 
> muſt tally every ſettling 24th. He compares his Memorandum 
and Regiſter Books with the Paymaſter's, to ſee that the broken 
Feriods tally. He muſt make out all the regimental Returns 
and Muſter Rolls, and keep the following Books of Entries, 
viz, all Orders, Routs, & c. from the M ar-Office or Adjutant 
Generai's Office, all Monthly Returns, 14th Returns and 
Weekly States—all Review Returns and Annual Returns of. 
Sick—all Courts Martials, complete Regiſters of Men, a Me- 
morandum Book of Appointments, the Direction, &c. of non- 
commiſſioned Officers, and all broken Periods of Men; which is 
in Fact an Extract from the Regiſter Entries of Annual Inſpec- 
tion Returns and the Return Roll of every Muſter. It is very 
eaſy to keep up thoſe Books, &c. in perfect Order, with Me- 
thod and Attention; aud if there is any Defect in them, it will 
be laid to his Charge. Above ail Things he mutt never put off 
Entries, but to enter them up at once; and he muſt be very 
particular in the Entries of the Transfers cf Men. He muſt 
lways have a Number of Atteſtations, Furlonghs, Diſcharges, Re- 
turns, &c. by him. He muſt always be M. ſter of the State of the 
Regiment, 
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Regiment. He muſt have the young Officers inſtructed in their 
Exerciſe, marching, ſaluting, and ever Part of the Drills; and 
he is charged witn the Formation of all Recruits. Hemuſt alſo 
attend young Officers in exercifing ſmall Drills for their own 
Inſtructions, and aſſiſt and correct them when neceſſary. 

His Dreſs is that of an Officer in every Reſpect, as he is one to 
all Intents and Purpoſes, e 1s to attend all Court Martials, 
and ſee that every Neceſſary is prepared for them—alfo that the 
proper Crimes of Priſoners are produced and the Evidencepreſent, 
both thoſe on the Part of the Proſecution and thoſe for the Pri- 
ner; he muſt alſo take Care to give Priſoners proper Warn- 
ing of their approaching Trial. He muſt, in the Field, act as 
Aia-· de camp to the Commanding Officer. He muſt always have 
his Muſter Rolls completed, as far as they can be, immediate 
after the 24th of June and December, ſo as to be prepared for 
the Muſter at a ſhort Notice. He muſt keep all Roſters of 
Duty for Officers, as well as the Roſter for Officers Leave of 
Abſence, and, of Courſe, he muſt keep a Lift of the Officers 
zccording to the Dates of their Commiſſions, and is conſtant! 


to keep up all Rules and Forms of Diſcipline and Exerciſe eſta- | 


bliſhed in the Regiment, and not to change oc let fall the ſaid 
Rules without Leaye from the Commandant.

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TEE QUARTER-MASTER AND HIS SERJEANT. 


"T*HE Quarter-Maſter is conſidered as one of the Staff, and 
muſt always be at Head-quarterz—and on a March is con- 
ſtantly to be attached to that Diviſion the regimental Stores are 
with, and which are generally wich the Commanding Officer. 
The Quarter-Maſter Serjeant is to be likewife conſtantly with 
the Stores at Head-quarters, except when ſent forward for Bil- 
lets; as the Quarter-Maſter and his Serjeant have the Care of 
the Stores, and are anſwerable for them, ſo they ſhould, on no 
Account, both be abſent from them. The Quarter-Maſter ſu- 
perintends the Tailors, and has the Management of them—and 
hkewiſe attends to the making up Cartridges, ſeeing they are 
kept dry and fit for Service; in ſhort, all the Stores are under 
his Charge and Management. He has the Uſe of the wha ah 
ut 
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but whenever he wants them he muſt apply to the Commanding 
Officer for them, as they are not to be abſent from Parades 
without his knowing where and on what Duty they are em- 
ployed upon, and the Captain or Commanding Officer of the 
Company immediately acquainted with it by the Orderly Ser- 
jeant of the Company. The Quarter-Maſter has the Charge of 
keeping all the Barracks and Barrack Squares clean from Filth 
and Dirt, and all other Places under his Charge. 

The Attendance of the Clothing of the Regiment is parti- 
cularly under his Care. On a March, himſelf, 6r Quarter- 
Maſter Serjeant, muſl go the Night before to prepare Billets, 
and make them out into as many Parcels as there are Com- 
Panies in the Diviſion, ſo that each Company may be quar- 
tered as compact as poſſible. 

The Quarter-Maſter Serjeant is to go round and viſit every 
Room in the Barracks, early in the Morning, to fee the Win- 
dows are opened and Beds turned up; at what Hour the Com- 
manding Officer may appoint he mult viſit the Barracks once a 
Week, and report to the Quarter-Maſter when he may find 
Glaſs broken or any other Damages wilfully done, ſo as the 


, * Quarter-Maſter may be able to report once in the Week to the 
> Commanding Officer the State of the Barracks, and point out 


where the Deficiencies are to be made good. 'The Quarter- 
Maſter muſt often viſit the Barracks, and ſee the Standing Or- 
ders are obeyed, if not, to report to the Commanding Officer. 
The Quarter-Maſter, with the Captain of the Week, will viſit 
every Room occupied by the Regiment, particularly the Hoſ- 
Pital once a Week, by which Means the Captain of the Day 
may be able to ſtate all NegteQs, either of the Quarter-Maſter's 
Department or any other's that may occur. The Quarter- 
Maſter Serjeant to attend Orders every Day, unleſs he is, or 
can make it appear he is actually employed by the Quarter- 
Maſter, and then he muſt acquaint the Serjeant Major: he 
muſt have a Book, to be found by the Quarter-Maſter, in 
which he muſt write Orders and carry them himſelf to the 
Quarter-Mafter. 'The Orderly Officer, every Week or Market- 
day, along with the Chee — viſit the Men's Kooms, 


and fee that Proviſions are laid in of a good Quality and ſuf-. 
ficient Weight, according to Orders. The Quarter-Maſter to 


make a Report, in Writing, every Market-day, to the Com- 
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manding Officer, the State of all Manner of Proviſions bought, 
and ſee the Men are done Juſtice to by the non- commiſſioned 
Officers who may be intruſted with providing Proviſions when 
in Quarters or Barracks,

THE PAYMASTER, 


HE Paymaſter muſt always be at Head-Quarters, and 
cannot be appointed till he has received the SanQtion of 

all or Majority of the Captains at the Time of his Appointment 
-with the Regiment, without the Commandant takes the Ap- 
pointment on himſelf. He muſt draw all Pay for the Regiment, 
(except Officers) and he muſt be extremely particular to keep 
his Accounts in the moſt clear and accurate Manner, He mult 
keep a Bock toenter all Orders that come to the Regiment rela- 
tive to the Department. He muſt book, in the moſt regular 
Manner, the two Monthly Returns Regimental Abſtracts, the 
Companies Abſtracts, the Diſtributions, &c. Half Yearly Ac- 
counts and the Returns of Eſcorts; in ſhort, every Money 
Tranſaction that he has on Account of the Regiment with the 
Agents, And when a Paymaſter gives up the Paymaſterſhip, 
or quits the Regiment, the Commanding Officer for the 'Time 
being muſt take Care that he leaves his Books with the Pay- 
maſter who ſucceeds him; they are in Fact regimental and not 
rivate Books, and are always to remain with the Regiment, 
whether the Accounts they contain are ſettled or not, of Courſe 


he may take a Copy of them if he chuſes,

THE SERJEANT MAJOR, 


— 


HE Serjeant Major is the firſt non-commiſſioned Officer 

in the Regiment, and he is in Fact an Aſſiſtant to the 
Adjutant; he has extra Pay. He muſt he perfect Maſter of 
every Thing relative to Drills, at which he muſt work under 
the DireQion of the Adjutant, He muſt be very diligent in 
informing kunſelf thoroughly of every Part of his Duty, and by 
5 3 his 
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LE 
his manly, regular, ſoldier-like Conduct and zealons Activity, 


ſet an Example to the reſt of the non-commiſſioned Officers. 
He muſt make himſelf as good a Pen-man as poſſible, and he 
muſt keep a regular Liſt of the non-commiſſioned Officers, with 
the Dates of their Appointments, as well asthe Roſter for their 
Duty, and the Roſters of Privates, Orderly; Duty, and Com- 
mands, as far as relates to the Number each Company has to ſur- 
niſh. He muſt be very arcurate in theſe Details, for which he 
is anſwerable; he has Authority to confine any Serjeant, Cor- 
poral, Drummer, or Private. He muſt be very attentive to the 
ConduQt ef ail the non-commiſſioned Officers, and report it to 
the Adjutant. He muſt alſo look well to the Appearance of the 


Men, and order ſuch to Drill as he fees awkward, ſtovenly, or 


in any Way trregular, ſpecifying the Time for which he orders 
them, if it is meant as a Puniſhment; if only for Awkwardneſs 
they remain till corrected. If any non-commiſſioned Officer does 
not come to him at the Hour appointed for receiving Orders, or 
if he behaves inattentively, or in any Way diſreſpectfully to him, 
whilſt receiving them, he is immediately to confine him, and 
report it to the Adjutant, who will report it to the Commanding 
Officer. He is to drill every young Officer who comes into 
the Regiment in the Firelock-exerciſe, including the manual 
and pfatoon, and every Motion in Uſe, as well as the flow and 
quick March, in File, in a Rank, and Wheeling—and for this he 
receives from each Officer 1]. 1s. He muſt mix up the Co- 


louring for the Regiment when it is aſſembled, which he mult 


ma ke of the very beſt Quality, and deliver it out to the Serjennts 
of Companies at the cheapeſt Rate poſſible : Indeed, no Ser- 
jeant Major who is fit to be in ſuch a Sitnation, can he mean 
enough to think of making Money by ſuch an Article. He mutt 
keep an exact Liſt of the Awkward Drills, marking by whom 
the Men that compoſe it are ordered, and for what Fime—and 
he diſmiſſes them at the End of their Terms unleſs ordered to the 
Contrary. If the Serjeant Major is taken ill, he is to report it 
to the Adjutant. The Money received by the Serjeant Major 
for Officers Drills is to be applied to his own and the Drill Ser- 
jeant's Uſe, Half for himſelf and the other Half equally divided. 
The Serjeant Major is to receive 6d. from a private Man for every 
Diſcharge or Furlongh, and trom every Serjeant 1s. from which 
he is to provide regular proper printed Diſcharges and F 3 
\ . Ne 
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NON-COMMISSIONED OFFICERS. 


ON-COMMISSIONED Officers are to be thoroughly in- 
N formed of the Standing Orders of the Regiment, and to 
attend ſtrictly to every Circumſtance of Conduct and Behaviour 
of the private Men, and to make it theirBuſineſs to find out 
every Thing irregular They are to ſee that the Arms, -Ac- 
coutrements, and Neceſſaries are properly taken Care of; that 
the Men are cleanly and perfectly exact in every Duty of the Re- 
giment. They muſt inſiſt on a molt ſtrict Compliance with 
their Orders; and, as their Authority muſt be ſupported, they 
muſt uſe it with Diſcretion, not to gratify any perſonal Reſent- 
ment—on the Contrary, they muſt behave well to the Men, 
ſtill avoiding too much Familiarity : they muſt conſider the re- 
ſpectable Situation in which they are placed. They muſt poſi- 
tively exert their Authority, and they muſt ſet the Privates-a 
proper Example by a manly, ſoldier-like, obedient Conduct on 
their Part, and a great Decency of Appearance, Any non- 
commiſſioned Officer who connives at or overlooks any irregular 
and nnſoldicr-like Behaviour of any Kind, or who does not himſelf 
ſet a good Example, will certainly be reduced as one who has 
not the good of the Service at Heart, and does not feel for his 
Situation, Non commiſſioned Officers running in Debt will be 
reduced, as unfit to preſerve Authority or keep up good Order 
amongſt the Men. No non-commiſſioned Officer is to have any 
money Tranſactions whatever with a Private Every non-com- 
miſſioned Officer is to keep up that Degree of Reſpect which is 
due to him from the Men; whoever is deficient in that Parti- 
cular mnſt be reduced, as wanting that Propriety of Conduct 
and Behaviour which will always proc ure Reſpect, and which 
alone can procure it. No non-commiſhoned Officer muſt ever 
ſuffer himſelf to be treated by the private Men, or ever drink 
with them on any Account ; either from a Notion ct Gratitude 
the non-commiſſioned Officer will think himſelf bound to be par- 
tial to the Men that treat and drink with him, or the Men will 
flatter themſelves they are entitled to ſome Indulgence: when- 
ever this Rule is not obſerved the Serjeant or Corporal will be 
immediately reduced to'the Ranks, as totally unfit to ſupport 
any Authority, 


All 
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All non-commiſſioned Officers muſt be well informed in the 
Drills of the Regiment ; they muſt be very alert and zealous in 
the Diſcharge of their Duty—they muſt teel the Conſequence 
they hold. 

When a non-commiſſioned Officer has the Charge of a Squad 
he is entirely reſponſible for it; beſt es the common Viſitation 
he muſt frequently look into ir, to diſcover if the Men are re- 
gular and obedient to Orders, and he ſhould take a Pride in hav- 
ing it in perfect Order. A non- commiſſioned Officer may be 
certain that, by overlooking the Irregularities of the Men, he 
not only incurs the Cenſure of the Officers but alſo the Con- 
tempt of the Men themſelves. If a non-commiſſioned Officer 
is taken ill he mult report it to the Serjeant oi his Squad, or if 
he commands a Squad, to the Serjeant Major. Non-com- 
miſſioned Officers, when detached from the Regiment with De- 
ſerters, recruiting, &c. &c. to give the greateſt Attention to 
the good Appearance and Behaviour of their Party. Theſe are 
Occaſions of Truſt, and their own Credit.and the Credit of the 
Regiment requires this Attention from them. A non-commiſ- 
ſioned Officer, who is not to be truſted on Detachment, is nat 
worthy of the Name of one—i: is on theſe Occaſions he can 
really ſhew himſelf; and he ſhould recollect that there is an ex- 
treme Meanneſs in only behaving well when under the Eye of 
an Officer. 

. Non-commiſſioned Officers muſt he extremely well dreſſed at 
all Times, and have an air that diſtinguiſhes them. The Ser- 
jeants and Corporals muſt have ſinall pocket Bruſhes when they 
parade their Squads to clean any Duſt or Dirt on the Men's 
Hats and Coats—the ſame at turning out a Relief when on 
Guard. They muſt be attentive to improve themſelves in 
Writing and Cyphering, and to make themſelves Maſters of a!l 
Forms of Duty and Returns; to be honeſt and carefſy] of all 
Money Concerns. Non-comm iſſioned Officers muſt be very at- 
tentive to the Appearance of the Men, and if they ſee them im- 
properly dreſſed, irregular or floventv, or walking the Strests 
in an unſoldier-liłbe Manner, they muſt order them to Drill, ſpe- 
citying the Time for which they order them; of Courſe this is 
under the Reviſion and Correction of the Adjutant, and in his 
Abſence of the Serjeant Major, A Serjeant has Authority to 
confine a Corporal, and both Serjeants and Corporals have 
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Authority to conſine Privates, which, of Courſe, they muſt do 
with Diſcretion. A non- commiſſioned Officer muſt take great 


Care that he never ſhews the leaft Partiaſity in his Command, 
but he muſt carry it on in a manly gr" + ra Manner, avoid- 


ing as much as poflible all ſwearing and blackguard Expreſſions. 
Non-commiſſioned Officers are to be promoted accotding to 
Seniority if they merit it; but, if the eldeſt of a Rank is not fit 
tor Promotion the next who is muſt be taken, for no Man will 
be promoted who is not really fit for the Service; and Lance 
Corporals, if found equal to the Appointment, will be promoted 
the ſame as full Corporals, and in every Reſpect be obeyed 
and conſidered as ſuch. ; 4 "1 

No Serjeant can keep a Suttling-houſe or turn Huxter. Non- 
commiſſioned Officers who have been abſent from the Regiment 
muſt immediately inform themſelves of the Orders given out 
during their Abſence, that they may not make Ignorance the 
Plea of Nom performance of Orders. The unmarried Serjeants 
are to meſs by themſelves, and by an Attention to Cleanlineſs 
and Propriety of Conduct ſet an Example to the Men; they 
mult provide themſelves with 'Table-cluths, Knives, Forks, 
Nr. &C. and appoint two ſrom their Number to provide their 
Meſs, and to ſit at the Head of their Table. This Duty to be 
taken regularly amd ſucceſſively Week about ; and great Care 
muſt be taken by the Officers of Companies never to put their 
rerjeants under ſuck Stoppages as will prevent their meſſing at 
the Serjeants Meſs. |

PRIVATES. 


— — 


A Good Soldier is obedie t to his Officers and non-com- 
miſſioned Officers, regular in his Quarters, attentive to 
the Care and Cleanlineſs of his Arms and Accoutrements, and 
all his Appointments, and alert and exact in the Diſcharge ct 
his Duty. It is Honour and Principle, and not Compulſion, 
that ſhould prompt him to an Obſervance of theſe Particulars. 
It is a manly Decency that ſhould diſtinguiſh the Soldier, who 
ought to be proud of the Honour of ſ: rving his King and Coun- 
try. Soldiers are always to walk in that manly Manner which 

ET: ſhould 
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ſhould diſtinguiſh the Soldier from the awkward Clewn, He 
muſt be always very neat and clean dreſſed according to the 
Orders of the Regiment, and never without his Side-arms. If 
they negle& theſe Particulars they will be kept at the rill till 
they attend to them. Nothing is ſo unmanly and childiſh as a 
Soldier's always requiring watching, and always ſubjecting him- 
ſelf to Reproof, he ought to have a Spirit above it. If a Soldier 
is taken ill he muſt report it to the non-commiſſioned Officer of 
his Squad. A Man will never eſcape Diſgrace and Puniſhment 
who negleQs his Arms or Accoutrements, or, by his Irregula- 
rities, brings Diſgrace upon himſelf, his Company, or Regi- 
ment ; every Soldier ſhould feel for the Credit of his Company 
and Regiment—and if any one does not his Comrades muſt take 
the Means to make him : when this Spirit once gets thoroughly 
amongſt Soldiers, the Diſgrace that Court Martials and Puniſh- 
ments bring cn a Regiment is very much avoided. 

Any Soldier who runs in Debt for Liquor, or obtains Liquor 
or any other Thing under the Pretence of afterwards paying for 


it, and does not very ſoon diſcharge that Debt, will be brought 


to a Court Martial for ſuch fraudulent Behavicur. The non- 
commiſſioned Officers will therefore attend to this, and they 


will endeavour to know, at all Times, when and how every 


94 


Man is employed, that no improper Practice may ever gain 
Ground; ſuch a Practice as is here mentioned is moſt diſgrace- 
ful and ſcaiidalous, and will be ſeverely puniſhed. . Every Sol- 
dier ought to take a Pride in turning out with his Accoutrements 
clean and well put on, his Arms in perfect Order, and himſelf 
well dreſſed. A Soldier does not deſerve the Name of one un- 
leſs he may be truſted any where, and feels a Pride in his Ap- 
pearance and Situation. The Soldiers muſt always behave to 
each other with Decency and Propriety, and if any one makes 
uſe of improper Language to another the Compan+ ſhould take 
it up immediately—nor is any Soldier to give way to that abo- 
minable Practice of Swearing; on no Account are the Soldiers 
to fight with each other. They ſhould live on a fricndly ſocial 
Footing, and therefore all Frays are poſitively forbid on Pain of 
Puniſhment. 

If a Soldier ſhould be ill uſed by a Comrade he muſt complain 
to the Officer of his Company, but not, under the Pretence of 
going Juſtice to Eimſell, il uſe the Offender. No Man is to 
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buy up what is due to another, on Pain of not being repaid-— 


this extends to Arrears, &c. &c. i 

Whenever a Man does not underſtand his Account, or when- 
ever he thinks it in _ Degree improper—in ſhort, whenever 
ke is not perfectly ſatisfied with it, he is at full Liberty, and he 
is hereby particularly defired, tv addreſs himſelf to th» Com- 
manding Officer of the Regiment for the Time being, who 
will have the Matter properly inveſtigated and cleared up, pro- 
vided the Soldier conducts himſelf on the Occaſion in a decent 
ſoldier-like Manner. The Commanding Officer has not the 
ſmalleſt Idea that any improper Charge will ever be made againſt 
any Man knowingly, becauſe he cannot ſuſpect any Perſon of ſo 
diſhoneft and ſcandalous an Act: “ but as he is ever determined 
to do impartial Juſtice, he is perfectly free of Acceſs to any 
Soldier under his Command, on every Occafior,” and deſires 
they will not ſcruple to make uſe of this proper Liberty which 
he gives them.—No Soldier muſt, on any Account, mix or 
engage in any Tumult or Mob, but, at all Times, to pay Obes 
dience to the civil Power and its Magiftrates A Soldier is to 
conſider he may ſome Time be the Protector and Deſender of 
the Laws of his Country, but never the Violater of them. A 
Soldier muſt never game, that can never paſs without Funiſh« 
ment if diſcovered; and a Soldier muft avoid drinking, as the 
Cauſe cf great Evil, and oftentimes Puniſhment. A Soldier, 
when under arms upon Duty, 1s not to preſume to make an 
Anſwer to an Officer or non-commiſfioned Officer when found 
fault with or reprimanded ; he muſt on no Account ſpeak to a 
Man, but keep himſelf perfectly ſteady and attentive.

DRUMMERS. 


— — 


I Drummers muſt pay implicit Obedience to the Drum 
Major, and obſerve, with the utmoſt FxaQneſs, his 
Directions in every Reſpect; they mult arrive at as much Per- 
ſection as poſſible in beating the Drum and playing the Fife, 
and the Inftruments on which they are taught, following, in the 
moſt minute Particulars the Drum Major's Directions. They 
muſt be regular, obedient, and well behaved, and they 9 * 

| conſider 
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conſider every Thing that is ſaid reſpecting Soldiers as equally 
applying to them. They muſt be extremely neat in their Ap- 
pearance, and they muſt never fail to repair to the Practice at 
the Hour fixed by the Drum Major : they infli& the corporal 
Puniſhment of the ''egiment. The Drummers muſt be exact 
in all their Beatings, they muſt never vary a Note on any Ac- 
count, nor ever be a Minute too ſoon or too late. It is abſo- 
lutely neceffary that the. ſhould be ſober People, for if they 
are the leaſt in Liquor it is diſcovered in a Moment by their 
Beating.

TAILORS. 


HE Tailors of the Regiment muſt be equally divided 

amongſt the Companies as far as it can be done. There 

muſt be always one Tailor kept in each Company, becauſe 

when they are not collected at Head-quarters, or when the 

whole Regiment is not aſſembled, it is very convenient to have 

4 Man attached to the Company who can-keep the Clothes in 
epair. 

Whenever they are at Work at Head-quarters a. Serjeant 
muſt be appointed to ſuperintend them, and where praQticable, 
if in Quarters, their working Room muſt be where a Serjeant 
lives, in order that he may have a conſtant Opportunity of 
keeping them at Work. The Dreſs of the Tailors when at 
Work mu! be their old Clothing, with Hair properly clubbed, 
and black Stocks; on no Account mult they be going about 
Dirty Figures. If the Serjeant finds them drinking, or irregular, 
he muſt immediately — them, reporting it to the Quarter- 
maſter. As ſoon as the Regiment arrives at its new Quarters 
for the Year, the Regiment's Clothing will be immediately put 
in Hand, and all the Tailors of the Regiment aſſembled if the 
Clothing is made at the Regiment, and a Serjeant (if a Tailor is 
not equal to be Maſter Tailor) appointed to attend them, under 
the Direction of the Quarter-maſter. They will be excuſed 
Parades, and will be allowed half an Hour for Breakfaſt and one 
Hour for Dinner : when they are remiſs in Attendance they will 


be fined as well as puniſhed: If abſent half a Day they will loſe 
Payment 
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Payment of a Pair of Breeches, if a Day a Coat, and be put ia 
the Black-hole, and taken out at working Times and return 
when over, until they ſhew themſelves attentive. Every Time 
a Tailor gets drunk he is to loſe Payment of a Waiſtcoat and be 
ſent to the Black-hole—and whatever Money may ariſe will be 
appropriated to the Hoſpital. The Maſter Tailor, or the Tai- 
lor who cuts, muſt be exact to a Nicety, as he will be an- 
ſwerable for any Loſs, and the Quarter-maſter to any Deviation 
of the Pattern of the Regiment. Old Coats, Waiſtcoats, and 
Breeches are never to be diſpoſed of till ordered by the Com- 
manding Officer. Tailors not to be employed by Officers 
without the Conſent of the Commanding Officer. |

HE having Soldiers to attend Officers as Servants is an In- 
dulgence which will certainly be granted; but no Recruit 
can be taken as a Servant—and no Man to be a *ervant whom 
the Officer commanding the Company may think will make a 
good non-commiſſioned Officer, and no Man can be taken from 
another Company but through an Exchange, with the Conſent 
of the Captains of the Companies, who mult apply for ſuch Ex- 
change to the Commanding Officer of the Regiment. Any 
Man ſo exchanged mult be, as near as poſſible; of the ſame Age 
and Size. | | | 
Servants will do all Duties with their Maſters, and attend all 
Field Days, and Reviews of Arms, and Neceſſaries; their 
Maſters will find them coloured Clothes : no Servant is to receive 
more then is. a Week. They muſt be kept complete with 
8 and this Order their Maſters will ſee is complied 
with. 
Whenever a Servant robs his Maſter, or behaves ill, he can

DRESS OF OFFICERS ON ALL OCCASIONS.

LL Officers in Quarters muſt wear the Uniſorms with 
Lappels buttoned back and Cape 3 Inches broad, the 
Cuffs 35—1 © large Buttons on each i.appel, two and two Lap- 
= 1 on Cape, ending at the bending of the Hip—4 on each 
ocket and Cuff, 2 and 2—the Skirts to be hooked back, and 
faſtened with black and gold Lace, ditto Button-holes, and a Uni- 
form Epaulet, regimentel Swords, with the Belt above the Coat. 
regimental Gaiters or Boots, according to the reſpective Duties. 
Nothing is ſo unmilitary as ſeeing the Officers walk about in 
lain Clothes, and it is therefore abſolutely forbid by his Ma- 
Fey's Orders; not muſt they, on any Account, wear any Waiſt- 
coat and Breeches with their Uniform but white Cloth, Kerfey- 
mere, or Leathern Breeches, with regimental] Buttons, made 
in the regimental Pattern, viz. Waiſtcoat cut round and ſingle 


D breaſted 
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breaſted, no Colour appearing; the Breeches to buckle at the 
Knee. They muſt wear the regimental Hat and Feather, put 
on in the regimental Manner. Gn no Accaunt is any Officer to 
wear his Hat on the Back of his Head, nothing can be more vulgar, 
unmilitary, or ungentleman- like in Appearance; they muſt always 
wear a black leathern Stock, and an exact regimental Club and 
Roſette tied cloſe to the Head. No Boots muſt be worn but the 
exact regimental Pattern. They are uniform on all Occaſions, 
except on Reviews and Field-days with Arms; but in the After- 
noon, when Officers are off Duty or Parade, they may wear 
Shoes. - When under Arms, on Guard, Orderly, or on Duty, 
the Officers are dreſſed as above deſcribed—wearing the Saſh and 
_ Gorget, the Sword-belt over the Coat, long black regimental 
cloth Gaiters, with gilt Buttons ; and, at all times, they, muſt 
have the Clubs of their Hair of the regimental Size.and Pattern, 
tied cloſe to the Head and powdered.” They muſt take Care not 
to get any Article of Dreſs or Accoutrements that is not exactly 
of the regimental Pattern, becauſe they will abſolutely not be 
allowed to make uſe of it. They muſt, on all Occaſions, wear 
proper regimental Gloves with their Uniforms, which muſt be 
clean. They mu? have -regimental Great Coats, blue, with 
black Velvet Collars and Cuffs, regimental Buttons, double 
breaſted, and,Pockets in the Sides; and when they wear their 
Great Coats on Duty they muſt wear the Sword-belt over the 
Coat—when they wear them without being faſhed they muſt 
have the Sword-belt under the Coat as uſual—Gorgets with black 
Riband Rofſettes—Grenadiers two Epaulets, with the Grenade; 
L.ight-infantry ditto, with Bugle-horn, ſmall Buttons on Jackets, 
Caps the ſame of the Men. |

On a Parade they muſt be in their Uniform Coat, Waiſtcoat, 
and Breeches, black Legins, black Stock, Hair clubbed exaQly 


like the Men, either powdered or not; they ate to wear Swords, 


with Belts over the Coats, white leathern Gloves, and their 


powdering is regulated as the Privates; Gienadier Drummets 


Hair platted.

as may be ordered: Orderly Men with their Side-arms only, 


unleſs on real Service, when no Man is to be without his Arms, | 
and ſully accoutred on all Duties—and at all Parades to be fully 


accoutred, except ordered otherwiſe, 
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GENERAL' ORDERS ABOUT DRESS. 


N all Occaſions 1 1 me upper Hook of every Coat 
to be hooked through the Shirt, both Officers, non- com- 
miſſioned Officers and Privates. The upper Hook muſt be at 
the Top of the Lappel where jt joins the Collar and the ſecond 
Hook at the third Button-hole from the Top of the Lappel. No 
laced Frills to be worn by any Perſon—and all Frills, including 
Officers, non-commiſſioned Officers, and Priyates, &c. muſt 
be full two Inches broad, neither more nor leſs, which muſt be 
ſtrictly attended to in making all the Shirts. If the Serjeant, 
who has the Care of the Company, allows a Man to have a Shirt 
made by his Waſherwoman contrary to this Order, he will be 
obliged to pay for the Alteration himſelf, It is alſo particularl 
recommended to Officers not to wear very broad Frills, which 
have certainly 4 yulgar Appearance. The whole Regiment 
muſt be abſoſately uniform in the Size of the Club, and the Shape 
of 1 it, from the Officer to the Private, fo they muſt all have 
their Hair clubbed with the regimental clubbing Iron. It muſt be 
tied cloſe to the Head, the Top and Bottom muſt both be 
nearly even in Size, the Bottom a little leſs than the Top, and 
the Whole muſt wear the tegimemal Strap and Officers Roſette, 
exactly the ſame Size and Make, according to the Pattern in the 
Adjutant's Hands, The Hair muſt be powdered before the Strap 
or Roſette is put on, ſo that it may always appear black and 
clean, and the Hair muſt be quite white, but not clotted to- 
gether ; Officers riband Roſettes, with as ſmall a Band as 
poſſible to tie. The Hats, as above ordeted, muſt all be the 
{ame exaQly as to Make and Cock in every Particular, from 
the Commandant, or Lieutenant Colonel, to the Private; .and 
in order to make this uniform through the Regiment a proper 
Hatter will be employed in the Regiment—and to preſerve the 
Hats in good Order, a Stoppage from each Man, at the Rate of 
6d. per Annum, will be allowed the Man employed This to 
be paid half yearly, and for which he muſt find Blocks, and 
ll other Materials for cleaning the Hats of the Regiment, when- 
ever neceſſary, and find Hooks and Tape to faſten them on 
with. The ſame with the Stocks, as nothing is more unmili- 
tarys or r ſhew ſuch an unſoldier- like Appearance, as large Bun- 
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dles round the Neck. The Button of the Hat muſt be placed 
very high. All Hats muſt be worn well forward on the Face, 
and over the right Eye, not too much on one Side, but in ſuch 
a Manner that the front Cock comes about in a perpendicular 
Line over the left Eye ſo that the Hat may clear the Firelock 
well. The Hats of the Serjeants, Drummers, and Rank and 
File muſt always be tied on at all Times, ſo they muſt be fur- 
niſhed with proper black Cruppers, which have a Hook at one 
End, and coming cloſe and tight under the Club, hook on to 
an Eye faſtened for the Purpoſe to the Hat. The Feathers muſt 
be quite upright in the Hatz—on no Account whatever to be 
leaning back. The Clothing to be managed in the foliowing 
Manner :— The firſt Year to be worn as it comes from the 
Clothier, the-Waiftcoats being turned at the Expiration of the 
half Year; the ſecond Year, immediately after the Review, to 
be turned and made up with new velvet Lappels, Cuffs and Col- 
lars if wanted, and the Waiſtcoat Fronts made up, taking the 
old Waiſtcoats for Backs; theſe Waiſtcoats turned at the Ex- 


piration of the half Vear if neceſſary. New Lace to be put to 


any Coats that want it when they are turned; it can always be 
got from the Clothier, in caſe the Clothing is made by the 
Clothier and not made up by the Regiment. Before a new Set of 
Clothing is made the Men muſt be meaſured by regimental Tai- 
lors, the Size and Name put to each Meaſure, with the Company 
the Man belongs to—and the Meaſures of any abſent Men muſt 
be ſent; alſo thoſe of the Recruits as they are got, to fill up the 
Vacancies that may have been at the Time of the ſaid mea- 
ſuring. If the Regiment is ſtill incomplete at the Time of the 
Clothing coming, the Suits for Vacancies muſt be calculated for 
Men according to the Eſtabliſhment of the Regiment for Height. 
By theſe Means there will be very little Alteration of new 
Clothing at the Regiment, and the regimental Tailors Work 


will be reduced to theſe Articles, viz. turning Clothes and mak- 
ing up Waiſtcoat Fronts, black Legins, and fitting the Cloth- - | 


ing of Recruits. ' | | 
The Men will be under Stoppages as per King's Order; the 
Clothier being paid in that Proportion for this additional Ex- 


pence. No Soldier to be permitted to have any other Clothing 

than what are regimental. A Soldier's Clothes may be old, but 

they ought never to be ragged or in Holes; Buttons to be & 
. | wit 
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with the Regiment, and when'loſt to be immediately replaced 
Spots to be taken out as ſoon as they appear, and every other 

Circumſtance attended to that can tender a Soldier neat an 
clean. The Quarter Maſter ſhould always have in Store But- 
tons and Cloth to mend Coats and Waiſteoats, Shoe: ſoles, and 

many other ſmall regimental Articles, which conftantly occur 
and are always wanted. The Pay Serjeants of Companies by 

this Means can always be 1 5 and repay the Quarter- 
Maſter for what is taken from his Store. Attention is particu- 

larly recommended to the Commanding Officer of the Regiment, 
and to the Captains of Companies, that the Expence may fall 

as eaſy as poſſible on the Soldier. | . |

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*HE Recruiting InftruQions of the roth Regiment are to 
be as follows, and are never to be deviated from: — The 
Standard to be proportioned according to the Orders given 
from Head- quarters. The Parties to beat up at all Places of 
Amuſements and Market Towns, within ten Miles of their Sta- 
tions, or further, if thought adviſeable by the Recruiting Officer. 
Any Man enliſted that is not exactly conformable to the men- 
toad Standard will be rejected, * the entire Expence will 
fill on the Officer or non-commiſfioned Officer commanding the 
Party. The Officer or non-commiſſioned Officer commanding 
each Recruiting Party is, every two Months, to make up an 
Abſtract of the Number of Men raiſed the preceding two | 
Months, and tranſmit it to the Officer Commanding the Regi- 
ment; he is alſo to tranſmit a Duplicate of the ſame, together 
with a very regular and exact Account of the Expences which 
have attended the ſaid Service during that Period. For Parti- 
culars ofthis Article'ſee the ſecond Article of the 17th Section of 
the Articles of War, Page 70 and 71. 5 Fr 
The above ' Abſlrats not to mention the Subſiſtence of the 
Parties—and the firſt to be dated the firſt 24th after the Party 
arrives at its Station, and go on regulatly afterwards: ' Beſides 
theſe an Ahſtract is to be ſent of the Subſiſtence of the Parties 
to Head-quarters every 24th, beginning as above mentioned —

On Sundays the Parties perfectly . powdered. and 
clean, the ſame as in Quarters, and go to Church every. Sun- 
day.

- The Officer command- 
ing will judge of the Diligence and Conduct of the non- com-

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The Patties muft march as regularly on the Road by Files as if 
on a March with the Regiment. - Should the Commandant hear, 
by any Means, of a Party being irregular or ſlovenly, he will 
lay it to the Charge of the non-commiſſioned Officer command- 
ing, unleſs when an Officer is preſent, and then he muſt be ac- 
countable for it. | 

If any Man, who is on this Duty, diſobeys the Orders of his 
non- commiſſioned Officer, or behaves any Way improperly, he 
is to be reported to the Head-quarters of the 2 imme- 
diately. On the March, as ſoon as the Parties arrive in Quar- 
ters, the Hats muſt be particularly attended to. The ſame 
Degree of Cleanlineſs, Order, and Regularity muſt be obſerved 
in a recruiting Party, for nothing makes the real Diſcipline of a 
Regiment more. Every Officer or non-commiſſioned Officer 
going on the recruiting Service muſt have a Copy of theſe In- 
RiruGions, Atteſtations, and a Beating Order. The Liſt of 
recruiting Parties, the Days of their March, and their Deſtina- 
tions muft always be inſerted in the Daily Orderly Books, and 
likewiſe any Change in their Deſtinations that may happen. 

Non-commiſſioned Officers are never to be employed as Ser- 
vants, and Officers Servants are to be conſidered as of the 

Party, and muſt occaſionally beat up, and are ſubje& to be or- 
dered to the Regiment, | | | l 
A Credit of zol. to a Subaltern, and 50l. to a Captain, will 

be given, obſerving that 20l. muſt be expended before you draw 
again for ſubſiſtence Levy for Recruits, and you may then draw 
again, by which Means you are never to be more than 3ol. or 
gol. in Debt; you are not to include your Subſiſtence, but make 
it a ſeparate Charge. | | 

When Recruits join the Regiment they are to be lotted for 
with the utmoſt Impartiality. If ſome Companies have more 
Vacancies than others, they muſt firft be completed to the 
Strength of other Companies by lotting, and then the Whole 
muſt lot equally, If there are as many as make a File per 
Company, after the Companies are completed to the ſame 
Strength, they muſt be formed in two or three Ranks, accord- 
ing to their Sizes, and each Lot muſt comprehend a File. The 
greateſt Care muſt be taken to quarter them with really good 
Soldiers, who can give them every neceſſary Inſtruction, and 
ſet them a good Example. If the Quarters ſhou!d be fo ſmall 
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as to prevent you leaving double Billets, for this Parpoſe they 
muſt be quartered as cloſe to non- commiſſioned Officers, or 
very good Men, as poſſible, who muſt conſtantly have an Eye 
to them, and in this Caſe in particular, they muſt be put in a 
perfect good Houle of Quarters ; theſe Circumſtances muſt be 
very much attended to indeed, becauſe much depends m the 
Care of a Recruit at firſt, and therefore it becomes one of the 
moit eſſential Details. Every poſſible Care malt be taken to 
inſtru a Recruit in every Part of the Detail—ſuch as the Care 
of his Arms and Accoutrements, the Method of dreſſing himſelt, 
meſſing, Guards, Sentries, & c. &c. | 

A Recruit muſt be brought into the Ranks as ſoon as poſſible 
conſiſtent with forming him well; but the Perſon inſtructing 
him muſt be patient and gentle, uſing Sharpneſs (but that as 
little as poſſible) when he finds it neceſſary to rouſe him, which 
1s the Cafe ſometimes upon joining. As ſoon as appointed to a 
Company not a Moment mult be loſt in fitting his Clothes to 
him, and equipping him with every Article of regimental Ne- 
ceſſaries. He muſt not be deficient in a ſingle Article in a very 
few Days after he joins, and his Hair properly cut, &c. &c. 
which is ſtrongly recommended to be done immediately on in- 
— and prior to his joining, taking Care not to cut it too far 

ack. 
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FURL OUOHS. 


URLOUGHS can ſeldom be given in Time of War—i: 
may, nevertheleſs, not be amiſs to give Orders concerning 
them: No Man is to have a Furlough (excepting for a very 
ſhort Time and ſmall Diſtance, and upon the maſt urgent Oc- 
caſion) who is not perf-& in his Exerciſe, who has been irre- 
gular in his Conduct, and who has not ſuch an Attachment to 
the Regiment that he may be depended upon not to liſten to 
thoſe who may perſuade him to ſolicit for his Diſcharge, or be 
perſuaded to deſert. There is to be inſerted at the Bottom of 
every Furlough a Requeſt to all Officers in the King's Service, 
or others, who may read the ſame, to write to the Regunent 
if in Caſe the Bearer appears unſoldier-like in his Dreſs and 
E Manners, 
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Manners, or behaves improperly ; and every Company muſt 
have printed Furloughs in which the Man's Deſcription muſt be 
inſerted, Nothing but Sickneſs, or the moſt urgent Neceſſity, 
can excuſe a Soldier's not returning to his Time, and this muſt 
appear by a Certificate from a Surgeon, or ſome other credible 
Perſon. The Renewal of a Furlough from any Perſon what- 
ever will not exempt a Soldier from the Puniſhment his Abſence 
deſerves, unleſs the Cauſe of ſuch Renewal be ſatisfactory to the 
Commanding Officer, 

Any Man found guilty by a Court 'Martial, ſhall forfeit all 
future Title to Furloughs, or any other Indulgenee, until a 
Continuance of good Behaviour ſhall retrieve his Character as a 
Soldier, and merit the Approbation of his Officers. 

When on Furlough a Soldier muſt be full as neat and uni- 
form in his Dreſs as in Quarters, and he muſt always appear 
according to the regimental Order. Whenever he is in a Place 
where Soldiers are quartered he muſt wait on the Commanding 
Officer and ſhew his Furlough. | 

Men defiring Furloughs are to apply to the Commanding 
Officer of their Company, who can never give a Furlough with- 
out applying to the Commanding Officer of the Regiment for 
his Permiſſion. An Officer, upon a Man's rejoining his Com- 
pany, will make the ſame known to the Commanding Officer, 
and return his Furlough, 3

ANY People think, that allowing the Soldiers to work is 

4 doing them Harm inſtead of Good —ſo it is unleſs well 
regulated, but if this is the Caſe no Ill can ariſe from it; it 
muſt be under the following Reſtritions:—In the firſt Place it 
muſt not be allowed of when it jnterferes with the Duty of the 
Regiment ; for Inſtance, when the Regiment is aſſembled for its 
Fxerciſes—or in the beginning of the Spring, when the Com- 
panics are exercifing in their different Quarters, ſo as to be well 
prepared before the Regiment afſembles : but at convenient 
Times it may be permitted. The Men allowed to work muſt, 
before they begin to work, deliver into the Store their 3 
ries, 


l 
faries, according to the regimental Order, and they muſt pro- 
duce old Things—ſuch as Jackets, Stockings, old Shirts, &c. 
which may ſerve them to work in. They muſt on theſe Oc- 
caſions put on no Part of the regimental Clothes in Wear; they 
muſt throw up all their Pay, towards the clearing them in the 
Books, and as much of the Profits of their Wot k as is reaſonable ; 
they muſt be ſeen by the non-commiſſioned Officer of the Squad 
every Morning before they go to work, and every Evening 
when their Work is done. On Sundays they muſt parade with 
the reſt, of the Men, and go to Church; for which Purpoſe 
they will have ſufficient Neceſſaries delivered to them out of the 
Company's Store to dreſs themſelves on that Day, which are all 
to be ſent to the Waſher woman's, or taken again into the Store 
before they return to their Work on Monday Morning ; theſe 
Regulations apply to ſingle Men, and ſuch married ones as can- 
not be depended upon to take Care of their Neceſſaries. They 
muſt alſo be under Arms on Thurſdays, unleſs the Command- 
ing Officer of the Quarter thinks it proper to diſpenſe with their 
Attendance. This Indulgence is to be permitted, on no Condi- 
tion, but upon theſe it is evidently an Advantage to the Regi- 
ment, anda great Eaſe to the Men themſelves. The Men are 
to be permitted to do no dirty Work, ſuch as Coal-heaving, &c. 
otherwiſe they acquire a ſlovenly and unſoldier-like Habit. The 
married Men may be allowed to work, at the Diſcretion of the 
Officer commanding the Company. | 
By ſome it is alleged, that letting Men work renders them 
awkward, in their Exerciſes—it may a little, but, if once tho- 
roughly diſciplined, they will ſoon be perfeQed again. 
This Objection is a very groundleſs one indeed, and holds 
ood only where. Diſcipline is relaxed; of Courſe, no Recruit 
muſt be allowed to work till he is peiſectly formed. | 
All working Men muſt be. called in when there is a general 
Exerciſe of the whole Quarter, unleſs it materially interrupts the 
Courſe of their Work, which in the Harveſt Time it ſometimes 
does; in which Caſe the Officer commanding the Quarter may 
diſpenſe with their Attendance at his Diſcretion, If working 
Men bchave irregular they muſt not be allowed to work any 


more, 
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MARRIAGE. 
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ARRIAGE is to be diſconraged in the Regiment ag 
much as poſſible. A Regiment has generally more Wo- 
men than can poſſibly be allowed to embark for foreign Service. 
Two or three Women per Company may do very well, if they 
are induſtrious—when there are more they are often much 
diſtreſſed. Officers muſl explain to the Mien the many Miſeries 
Women are expoſed to, even in En-land, when there are too 
many of them, and particularly on Service—and by every Sort 
cf Perſuaſion prevent their marrying if poſſible. If theſe Con- 
ſiderations have no Effect, Officers are to enquire into the Cha- 
racter of each Woman, and never give their Conſent unleſs ſhe 
is abſe to maintain herſelf ſeparate from her Huſband whenever 
the Service requires it. | 
No Man who preſumes to marry contrary to the Conſent of 
the Officer commanding his Company, and the Commanding 
Officer, is to be allowed ſeparate Lodgings, or to be out of 
Quarters, or to have any Indulgence a good Soldier may merit, 
but always kept to his Billet and Meſs If any married Man 
who may be allowed Lodgings, is found in any Inſtance irre- 
gular, he muſt be immediately recalled to his Quarters. 
Married Men's Conduct to be examined particularly, that 
they may be prevented from running in Debt. When a Sol- 
dier's Wife, from Idleneſs or otherwiſe, cannot ſufficiently con- 
tribute to her own Maintenance, and 1s found to encroach on: 
the Man's Subſiſtence, ſo that he cannot live in a proper Man- 
ner, he muſt be obliged to meſs, as the Care of the Man ſhould 
be the firſt Object of Attention—and ſuch a bad Soldier's Wife 
muſt be got rid of as ſoon as poſſible. If any Soldier's Wife 
brings in a Debt of a longer Standing than a Fortnight, for 
Waſhing or any Thing elſe, ſuch Debt will not be allowed, but 
the Money ſtopped for fuch a Debt will be applied for the Uſe 
of the Sick, | 


QUARTERING 


E 
QUARTERING AND SQUADDING: 


12 Regiment, when in Quarters where they are billeted, 
mult always be lotted into as many Quarters as there are 
Companies, each Company muſt have a ſeparate Quarter, and 
the Quarter of one Company uſt not in the leatt interiere 
with that of another; ſometimes it cannot be avoided that ſome 
Men are in the fame Houſe ; in ſhort, each Company's Quarter 
muſt be as compa in itſelf as poſſible hy which Means, how ever, 
the larger the Quarter may be, the Companies will, in general, be 
tolerably cloſe, and eaſy to be inſpected by Officers and non- 
— Officers. The only Cale of Interference that will 
ever be allowe ] of is that of Officers Servants, who will always 
be quartered in the Manner moft convenient for their Maſters. 
The Pay Serjeant muſt live in his own Quarter, and have the 
Charge of the Company's private Stores. All married Men's 
Lodgings muſt be in their own Quarters, as nearly as poſſible. 
Each Company muſt be divided into four Squads, with an equal 
Number of non-commiſſioned Officers in each, and when the 
eldeſt is on Duty, the Charge of the Squad falls on the next in 
the Squad, and the whole Company under the Care of the Pay 
Serjeant, who is never on Duty, and who is anſwerable for all 
Neglect in the different Squads. The Squads muſt be as diſtinct 
and ſeparate as poſſible; in ſhort, as much ſo as Companies are. 
The Squad is entirely in Charge of its own Serjeant, or in his 

Abſence the Corporal, who commands it. 
The ſame Rules for quartering and ſquadding hold good on a 
arch, and in all Situations whatever, and the Liſt of Quar- 
ters muſt be made out accordingly. The non-commiſſioned 
Officers muſt alſo be kept to the ſame Squads, as nearly as they 
can be. The greateſt Care muſt be taken to quarter Recruits | 
with old Soldiers, as alſo thoſe Men who are at all irregular in 
their Conduct becauſe if ſuch are quartered by themſelves they 
cannot be ſo well attended to, and ſo properly managed.— 
Men's Credit in a new Quarter is always to be cried down, and 
no Soldier can charge his Billet without Leave of the Officer 
commanding the Company, and that never out of the Diſtrict 
of the Company's Quarter; no Soldier to be out of Quarters aſter 
Tattoo beating without Leave. Quarters muſt be inſpected 
every Night by a non-commiſſioned Officer, and the Report 
next 
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next Morning made to the Officer of the ap and every Sol- 
tha 


dier to be in Bed by Ten. Hit appears that any Men are 
drunken, and it is ſuſpected they may get up after Inſpection, 
that Quarter to be re-viſited, and the Man, if up, to be or- 
dered into Confinement. | 

The Men's Rooms always to be ſwept out every Morning, 
their Neceſſaries and Accoutrements to be hung up—Beds to be 
ſmoothed as ſoon as the Men get up. Bed and Bedding to be 
well cleaned out in coming into Quarters.

MESSING, INSPECTING QUARTERS AND APPOINT- 
MENTS, STORE-ROOM, STORES, &c.

HE regular Meſſing of a Regiment is one of its moſt eſſen- 
tial Details, and muſt be paid great Attention to; Sol- 
ders ſhould be obliged every Day to bot! the Pot, or promote 
Health, correct Drunkenneſs and Gaming, and all the Evils 
that attend ſuch Crimes. Upon arrival of the Regiment into 
its Quarters, the beſt Meat Market-day muſt be afcertained, 
and thar Day muſt be fixed on for laying in the Mleſſes. The 
Duty of the * muſt be ſo regulated, that the Men have 
proper Time on this Day to go to Market and lay in their 
Proviſions for the Week. Fach non-commiſlioned O oes 
to Market with his Squad at the Hour appointed; the Pay Ser- 
jeant goes likewiſe, and they ſee that a proper Quantity of good 
wholeſome Meat 1s laid in for each Man, according as the Situ- 
ation will allow, and which the Commanding Officer on the 
Spot muſt be the beſt Judge of, with a proper Quantity of 
Bread, viz. a Six-penny or Nine-penny Loaf, as the Man may 
want Vegetables ; the Remainder of the Pay is kept by the 
eldeſt Soldier of each Meſs. In Cafe of a ſingle Billet, of 
Courſe, the Man fo quartered, takes the Remainder of his own 
Money, and during the Week provides his Vegetables, if it is 
at the Time of Year when they buy Greens ; when they buy 
Potatoes, of Courſ», they are provided where the Meat is 


bought; whatever little Matter is neceſſary for Flour, &c. is ad- 


vanced by the oldeſt of each Meſs, and, at the Expiration of 
the Week, the Surplus, if any, is divided. The firſt Man 


ſor 
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for Duty ſhould only provide for half a Week at a Time, As 
ſoon as the Meſſes are laid in, the Pay Serjeants make out t he 
Proviſion Return, and the Officers of the Companies muſt in- 
ſpe the Meſſes at two o'Clock the next Day, if the Market 
has been on a Saturday —if on any other Day they muſt inſpec 
them on the Day they arelaidin, or the next Day, at the Hour 
moſt convenient for the regimental Duty, and the Return muſt 
be given in, ſigned by the Officer commanding the Company, 
the next Day, at the orderly Time, and delivered by the Ad- 
jutant, or acting Adjutant, to the Officer commanding the Re- 
iment. 
e The Day for laying in the Meſſes, and Time for the Offi. 
cers Inſpection, muſt be inſerted in the Orderly Book on the 
Arrival of the Regiment in its Quarters; and, of Courſe, it re- 
mains the ſame during the Stay of the Regiment in that Quar- 
ter. In the ſame Order muſt be mentioned the Rate of Sub- 
ſiſtence. At the ſame Time that the Officers inſpect the 
Meſſes they muſt inſpe& the Quarters and married Men's 
Rooms; a Report of theſe Inſpections muſt ſtand at the Bot- 
tom of the Proviſion Returns. | 
In Barracks, the non-commiſſioned Officers who have the 
Care of Rooms or Squads, will be anſwerab'e that the allotted 
Proportion of Pay is regularly laid out for Proviſions for each 
Meſs. A Report to be made of the Quality and Quantity. 
bought to the Officer Commanding the Company, who will 
make a Return for the Commanding Otficer every Sunday 
Morning, agreeable to the Form annexed. Each Meſs to be 
furniſhed with a proper Compliment of Knives, Forks, Spoons, 
and Trenchers ; theſe Articles to be removed from Quarter to 


Quarter, with each Company's Store Che. A Dinner Drum 


will be beat every Day at One o'Clack, at which Time the 
Men will dine ; they wili fit down in a decent Regular Manner, 

"Vhen there are two Officers they take it Day and Day; 
when only one he takes the Whole, and the Captain goes round 
ſometimes one and ſometimes the other of the Squads, as may 
appear moſt adviſeable to him. - Beſides theſe Inſpections, the 
non- commiſſioned Officers of Squads, and alſo the Pay Serjeant, 
muſt frequently viſit the Men's Rooms, without previous No- 
tice, to ſee that they are clean, the Windows open to let in 


Air, and Arms and Accoutrements clean and hung up properly;

They muſt alſo look in on the Men at dinner Hours, to ſee that 
they cook regularly and do not diſpoſe of their Meat for Liquor. 
Whenever this is ſuſpected, thoſe on whom the Suſpicion falls 
muſt be ſeen at Dinner every Day, and not allowed to dine till 
ſo viſited. Theſe accidental Viſitations muſt alſo be made by 
the Officers, who will occaſionally walk into the Cantonments 
at the dinner Hour, and call in at ſome of the Houſes. When an 
Officer viſits the Meſſes the Rooms muſt be perfectly clean, 
Windows open, and Beds made; and every Article of Accoutre- 
ments in Charge of each Man muſt be hung up in perfect Or- 
der in his Room; the Arms with the Cocks of the Locks down, 
Each Man's Things muſt hang as nearly as poſſible together 
his Hat hung up with the Back upwards under his Arms and Belts 
no Duſt muſt. be on any Part of his Appointments- all the iron 
and braſs Work of his Arms muſt be frequently rubbed over with 
a dry Rag, but the leſs Oil that is uſed the better, as it only ſerves 
to make the Things look dull, excepting in wet Weather, and 
then it prevents them from Ruſt. No 8 of the iron Work 
muſt be cleaned with any Thing that is gritty, and the Buts 
and Stocks of the Firelocks conſtantly rubbed and made to ſhine, 
Whenever a Stitch is looſe about any Part of a Man's Ap- 
pointments he muſt report it to his Squad or non-commiſſioned 
Officer, becauſe a Soldier muſt learn to keep his Things in Or- 
der without a Perſon's inſpeQing them every Day; and if he 
fails in this he muſt be dealt with accordingly ; in ſhort, when 
any Part of Soldier's Appointments is made in Quartets it 
muſt be preciſely conformable to the regimental Pattern, inthe 
moſt minute Particular. Whatever Arms there may be in 
Store muſt be well examined, rubbed over, and oiled a little 
every Saturday by ſome Men of the Conipany ordered for that 
Purpoſe ; or, if the Meſſes are not laid in on a Saturday, it 
muſt be done on the Day they are—in ſhort, always ſo, that 
when the Officer inſpects the Meſſes he may ſee that this has 
been done. 5 be 
The Store Room muſt be quite dry and weather tight, and 
large enough to contain the Regiment's Stores; every Thing 
muſt he hung up in them in the greateſt Order, for which there 
muſt be ſufficient Rom. The Quarter-maſter is the Ferſon 
reſponſible for the Stores, and he muſt order the Men to clean 
up the Things whenever he finds it neceſſary. Weng A 
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Man places any Thing in the Store, his Name muſt be put 
upon it, as it muſt on all Things in Store belonging to Deſer- 
ters, dead Men, or on Furlough, ſpecifying the ſame—ſuch a 
Man deſerted, dead, diſcharged, or on Furlough.

6 & E Compliment of Neceſſaries is always to be kept com- 
plete, otherwiſe a Soldier cannot appear as he ought. 
In order to prevent any Waſte of Neceſſaries by lofrng them or 
diſpoſing of them, the Officers commanding Companies mult 
make an accurate InſpeCtion of them every Monday Morning, 
and at the Hour moſt convenient, according to the Duty or- 
dered for the Day ; and the firſt Monday of every Month a 
ſtrict InſpeQion of every Article of a Man's Neceſſaries muſt be 
made, and at orderly Time the next Day he muſt give in to 
the Adjutant an Account of the Deficiencies, ſpecifving the 
Men's Names who are thus deficient, and he muſt certify thar 
he has ordered ſuch Deficiencies to be completed; this Return, 
hgned by the Officers commanding Companies, will be given to 
the Commanding Officer of the Regiment. If he finds that a 
Man has made away with any of 2 Neceſſaries he muſt im 
mediately confine him, and report it to the Commanding Offi- 
cer in the Quarters : this InſpeQion muſt take place at the Pay 
Serjeant's Quarters, or wherever the Company can be moſt con- 
veniently aſſembled. It muſt always be obſerved, that the 
Shirts are marked with the Man's Name and Company. The 
Men muſl ſhew every individual Article of their Neceſſaries, 
and if any one has diſpoſed of any Thing the utmoſt Pains muſt 


be taken to diſcover the Buyer, as he is liable to a ſevere Penalry

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PAY SERJEANTS. 


HE Sefjeant who is Pay Serjeant does no Duty, except 
| attending the Drills of his Company and Regiment. He 
keeps all the Accounts of the Men and Companies Books, and. 
his Captain allows him 18. 6d per Week ; the Regiſter Book of 
Caſualties, by Death and Deſertions, is kept by ufelf. Every 
Part of the Men's Dreſs is made completely uniform, if a Soldier 
appears in any Thing otherwiſe it will be immediately altered, 
and at the Pay Serjeant's Expence. As Confidence is placed in 

him it is his — to ſee every Part of his Orders obeyed, and 
to give Information to his Officer of any improper Conduct that 
may come to his Knowledge of the non- commiſſioned Officers 
or Privates of his Company. He attends the Marketing of 
Proviſions, and is anſwerable that every Article is bought to the 
beſt Advantage to the Men ; and he ſees that proper Colouring, 
&C. &c. &c. is made for the Uſe of the Men, when they are 
not ſzpplied by the Serjeant Major, that no Excuſe may be 
made to prevent, at all Times, their appearing in the cleaneſt 
Manner poſſible. No Pay Serjeant, or any Serjeant can draw 
pay but through the Officer who pays the Company, and can 
never have the entire Pay and Management of a Company— 


that muſt always be in the Hands of an Officer; and no Officer 


can pay more than two Companies, except when Neceſſity 
makes it unavoidable, _ ; | 
Whenever a Man dies or deſerts, it is to be mentioned in the 


all 
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all Charges, admitted in the Contingent Bill, are to be given 
to the Paymaſter, or Officer paying Companies, whenever or- 
dered. The greateſt Attention poſſible muſt be paid to keep the 
Men out of Debt. The Pay Serjeant muſt pay the Waſhing 
Bills of thoſe Men who cannot be truſted, and the Waſher- 
woman mult bring her Bill weekly—if ſe omits ſhe is not to 
be paid. The Pay Serjeant mult keep the Companies Books 
regular, and every Muſter compares them with the Adjutant's 
and 'Paymaſter's Book, to ſee that all Caſualties and broken 
Periods of the Company tally with their Books. 

- , The Pay Serjeants muſt attend to the loading and packing 


of the Baggage on a March, as they are accountable for the -.. 
Safety of it; they muſt conſtantly be in the Way to anſwer ** 


every Queſtion reſpecting their Companies that may be re- 
quired.

HF. Companies are to be formed into four Squads, each 
Squad to be under the Care of a Serjeant and Corporal, 
and one Lance Corporal; there will likewiſe be one Lance Ser- 


jeant to each Company, to do Duty in the Squads as Occaſion 
may require—he is to mount Guard as a Serjeant and do tho 
Duty of a Serjeant, and is to be obeyed as ſuch. He wears the 
Corporal's Uniform, and when on Guard has the Saſh and Pike 
—at other Times his Firelock and Accoutrements: a Lance 
Corporal, by his Merit, may he made a Serjeant. 'The Com- 
panies are conſtantly to be ſized from Flank to Centre of each 
Rank, the talleſt Men ſtanding on the Flanke, an! the leſſer 
Men in the Centre of each Rank—each Rank and File nearly 
of the ſame Height. This Rule muſt be conſtantly eſtabliſhed, 
and on no Account be altered; each Man muſt always know 
his Place when he falls into the Ranks, and his right and left 
Hand Files. When Men are abſent on Duty, or otherwiſe, in 
falling in on their Squad and Company's Parade, ſuch Vacancy 
remains open till the Ranks or Files are cloſed; this Method of 
fizeing always to be attended to on all Guards and every other

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| ORDERLY MEN. 


THERE will conſtantly be an Orderly Serjeant and Corporal 
; for the Day of each Company, when the Strength of the 
non-· commiſſioned Officers will allow it; they make the Morn- 
jng Reports to thy Officer of the Company, as per Form; they 
remain in the Barracks to anſwer every Call and to acquaint 
the Officer of the Company with all Orders, either verbal or 
written, They muſt be very Particular in reporting Abſentees 
at Tattoo beating—and ſhould they, at any Hour of the Day or 
Night, ſuſpect any Man of diſhonourably deſerting his Colours, 
they muſt immediately report their Suſpicions to their Officer ; 
and tothe Adjutant, or Serjeant, they report all Extraordinaries; 
and when a Man of their Company is confiner!, and a Crime 
given in, they deſiver a Copy of it to their own Officer, the 
Adjurant, and the Commanding Officer. They are to ſee the 
: Men's Hair well combed out, and this the Pay Serjeant muſt 
attend to.

compared with the General Book, according to the Orders on 
that Head. An Adjutant's Memorandum Book is to be kept, 
which is an Extract of Caſualties, &c from the General Re- 
giſter, and includes all the Reductions and Appointments of 
non-commiſſioned Officers; this ſerves to make out the Muſter 
Roll by and for the Inſpection of the Commiſſary, as well as for 
the Comparjſon of the Paymaſter's Book. A regular Review 
Return Book muſt be kept, all original Orders and Courts Mar- 
tial, as well as Atteſtations, muſt be tied up in ſeparate Parcels, 
according to their Year, and docketed regularly, referring to 
the Page where they are entered, which muſt agree exactly with 
the Indexes.

The Companies Books for the Inſertion of the Men's Accounts 
muſt be kept in the moſt accurate Manner. 'The Pay Serjeants 
of Companies, when going on Leave of Abſence, are always 
to deliver the Books (with the Men's Accounts, and thoſe or- 
dered for the Purpoſes before mentioned) into the Charge cf 
ſuch Perſons as the Commanding Officers of Companies ſhall 
authorize. Theſe Books are to be provided at the Expence of 
the Captains, and are to be forth-coming upon ſuch Occaſions 
as ſhall be thought expedient.

the eldeſt : Therefore, when a Company is obliged to furniſh

S it is at the Drill a Soldier receives the firſt Impreſſions of 

his Duty and the Service, and as firſt Impreſſions are ge- 
nerally the ſtrongeſt, the utmoſt Care, Caution, Aſſiduity, 
Temper, and Perſeverance are expected from thoſe who may 
at any Time be appointed to condzict it. Men even of the 
molt lively and willing Diſpoſitions are, in the firſt Attempts to 
learn any Art or Profeſſion, however ſimple in its Nature, fre- 
quently awkward, and often appear ſtupid—Officers and non- 
commiſſioned Officers ſhould, therefore, be moſt particular as 
to their Treatment of Recruits ; the greateſt Moderation and 
Management is required in the firſt training of them, and the 
utmoſt Endeavours to keep up that Love for the Profeſſion which 
originally induced them to inliſt. hang 
A Recruit, led on by a mild Method of InſtruQtion to a Know- 
ledge of his Buſineſs, will himſelf ſoon become pleaſed with the 
Progreſs he makes, and have an Ambition to excel; Obedience, 
Steadineſs, and Attention are main Articles in which a Recruit 


muſt be thoroughly grounded, | |

The firſt Thing to be attended to is to form the Body, to 
make the Recruit ſtand erect, and acquire a ſmart, military, 
eaſy Air and Carriage—his Head high, the Cheſt well out, 
Jac! Shoulders well back—then to walk with Eaſe and Grace; 
and having learned his Poſition to walk, &c. &c. &c. he may 
then be put under Arms; and the greateſt Attention to be given 
to make him ſtand properly ſhouldered, and to carry the Fire- 
lock in the Poſition perſectly eaſy and well, | 

Moving and marching, a thorough Exactneſs muſt be taught 
and required from him in doing every Motion; he muſt be 
taught a Looſeneſs and Smartneſs in every Thing he dves—the 
placing a Thumb or Finger muſt not be neglected. He muſt not 
be hurried on too faſt but be perfectly grounded in one Move- 
ment or Motion before he is ſhewn another. x 
His. Attention muſt be frequently tried in an unexpected 
Manner, which will, by Degrees, be eaſy to fix it in him, and 
this is a Point of great Conſequence to a Soldier; without it 
you can do Nothing, with it every Thing. 

Recruits ſhould be taught the Manner of mounting and reliev- 
ing Guards, and ſtanding and relieving Sentinels. - a 

The non- commiſſioned Officers ſhould be perfeQly drilled 
themſelves, and be well able to teach all Men given in their 
Charge. 

The Words of Command to be given alike by the whole

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PARADES WITH ARMS. 


XCEPT on ſudden Emergencies the non-commiſſioned 
. Officers are to aſſemble and inſpect their Squads before 
they bring them to the Parade. The Drums to beat the Parade 
Call in the Cantonments for the Squad Parades half an Hout be- 
tore the General Parade. When the Drums have warned the. 
Squad Parades, they will parade under the Drum Major at a 
Place appointed, and from thence beat the General Parade in 
proper Order, the Drum Major and the Fife Major at the 
Head of them. | | | $954. 
The Signal for the General Parade is to march off and form 
the General Parade, therefore, every Company ſhould be ready 
before the appointed Time, waiting for the 8 ; but Officers, 
and non-commiſſioned Officers are to underſtand, that it is as 
great a Want of PunQuality to be too ſoon as too late in aſ- 
ſembling their Men. As ſoon as the Squad is paraded; the non- 
commiſſioned Officer marches it off with carried Arms ta the 
Company Parade, in one Rank, after having looked through it. 
The Officer will then form the Company in two or three Ranks, 
according to the Size Roll--Arms ſhouldered and Ranks open — 
open Pans, port Arms—inſpe& the Pans and Locks—carry 
Arms, ſhut Pans, order Arms, draw Ramrods—at which Word 
they then put them into their Pieces, ſpringing. them as the 
Officer comes up to them; inſp<Q their Ramrods and obſerve 
if the Inſide of the Bartel is clean—the Men coming to the 
Order as they return the Ramrods, which they are 10 do as 
ſaſt as examined. Fix Bayonets—when Bayonet and Slings are 
examined, unfix Bayonets, eaſe Arms, He vill then inſpect

- A Return of the Sick of each Company 
to be given every Morning to the Surgeon: by the Orderly Cor- 
BY poral, and the Sick Men in Quarters to Parade in the Rear at 
Will their Companies Parade, and on the General Parade, if able, 
1 when the Corporal will march them to the Hoſpital, if there is 
one, if not to the Place appointed by the Surgeon to attend 
them; and any Man, if ſo ill in his Quarters as not to be able 
to attend, the Orderly Corporal muſt report the ſame, that the 
Surgeon may loſe no Time in ſeeing him, and report his Diſ- 
cafe to the Commanding Officer.

As the Regiment is. ſupplied with complete Hoſpital Bedding - 
and Furniture, the Surgeon can put Men into Hoſpital When- 
ever it is neceſſary, or, it in Quarters, into Rooms hited for the 
Purpoſe, and he mii then inſiſt upan the Hoſ pital being kept in 
the utmoſt Degree of Cheanlineſs; he muft take Care chat che 
Hoſpital Bedding and Furniture is always kept in the beſt Order. 
Every poſſible Attention muft be paid to the Sick; but at the- 
ſame Time the Surgeon muſt take Care that he is not impoſed 
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en by anv. The Sick are always to be as clean and well dreſſed 
as their Situation will allow ; thoſe that can appear on Parade 
are to have their Hair well combed out, without Powder, and 
clubbed regimentally—ſuch as cannot will be inſpected by the

HOSPITAL ORDERS. 


When a Man is fo ill, by Fevers or Small-Pox, that he can- 
not eat his Bread Allowance, the Hoſpital Serjeant is not to 
dra w it, but muſt report the ſame to the Surgeon, who will 
direct ſuch other Nouriſhment as may appear beſt to him in lieu 
of Bread.

The Hoſpital to be kept remarkably clean, and the Beds of 
the recovering Sick to be regularly taken out and aired, at leaſt, 
four Times a Week, and every Day, when the Veather will 
allow of it; the Surgeon will direct ſuch Men in the Hoſpital 
that he thinks proper to aſſiſt the Orderly Men in this Duty, 
When a Man unfortunately dies with a Fever, or any dan- 
gerous Diſeaſe, his Bedding is to be waſhed, and Straw vurnt.

livered. The lloſyital Serjeant is anſwerable for ſuch Things 
left in his Charge, and muſt return the ſame to the Company, 
and make good any Deficiency ; he will therefore write the 
Man's Name on the Pack, with the Day of the Month the Man 
came into the Hoſpital, and hang it up in a ſafe Place, His 
Arms and Accoutrements are immediatcly to be taken into the 
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Companies Stores, under the Charge of the Pay Serfeartt—and 
whilſt ill to be kept clean and 4 Order by the Company, 

When a Man goes into the Hoſpital, having provided his 
Meſs with his Company, his Proportion of Bread and Meat muſt 
be catried him by a nomcomm iſſioned Officer till his Stock is 
out, by which Means there will be no occafion io advance Pay. 
jor him till his Mefs is out, except his Stoppages, which muſt 
be given to the Hoſpital Man from the Day he goes in, and 
2ccounted fer by him in his Weekly Account. 

Whenever any Bedding is unavoidably taken into the Hof. 
pital, when in Barracks, with a ſick Man, the Pay Serſeant of 
ihe Company muſt receive a receipt for it from the Hoſpital 
Serjeant-—and. when the Man recovers or dies, the fame muſt 
be returned, well cleaned, to the Company's Barrack Room. 

Ihe Surgeon will examine the Men, Company by Company, 
at leaſt, once a Month, to ſee they are in Health, and if diſ- 
eaſed immediate Steps are to be taken for their Recovery. The 
Surgeon is to have no Allowance made for Venereals-—4t is in 
Jurious to the Service, and he has no Right to expect it, being 
paid by Government for his Attendance. ; 

Whenever a Nurſe is neceſſary for the Attendance of the Sick, 
one is to be got, and her Hire charged to the Hoſpital Weekly 
Account. Grderly Men are to attend the Sick when neceſſaty, 
rom the Company the Man who is ill belongs to. The Hof- 
pital Neceflary-houſes muſt he kept perfectſy clean—and if 
Fiuxes prevail Lime muſt be bought and thrown into them 
three or four Times a Week. In Camp, or where Neceſſu- 
ries are not, the Holes dug for the Uſe of the Men fhould be 
filled up every Day and freſh ones made, if the Flux rages, if 
rot, at leaſt three Limes a Week.

HEN a Court Martial i is ordered, the Adjutant, or in 

his Abſence, the Orderly Ofkcer, muſt take Gare that 

the Priſoner. has Notice the Day before Trial, or ſooner if 

poſſible, in ſhort, as ſoon as it is determined that he is ma 
tr. 
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tried—and that ſuch Witneſſes as he wiſhes to produce in his 
Defence are warned to attend—alſo that all Evidences in ſup- 

rt of the Proſecution are warned, and of theſe he delivers a 
written Liſt to the Preſident - when the Court aſſembles ; he is 
likewiſe to take Care that the Articles of War are given to the 
Preſident—2nd he muſt get from the Commanding Officer of 
the Regiment, in Writing, the exact Crime for which the Pri- 
ſoner is tried, and deliver it to the Preſident. 

No Officer to be allowed to fit on a Court Martia! who has 
not been nine Months in the Regiment; but he muſt attend all 
Courts Martial.that aſſemble at Head- quarters, to inform him- 
ſelf on that Subject. A Court Martial cannot be too careful to 
aſcertain the exact Facts, alleged on either Side, and without 
leaning in the leaſt to either in their Deciſions ; they ſhould al- 
ways have the Diſcipline of the Regiment and Welfare of the 
Service in View, recollecting, that on their Deciſion much of 
the Diſcipline of a Regiment depends. For further Inſtructions 
with reſpe to their Proceedings they are referred to the Articles 
of War, Though corporal Puniſhment is a Thing to be 
avoided as much as poſſible, and eſpecially when a Man has ne- 
ver been brought to it, yet when. it is neceſſary it muſt be in- 
flicted with ſuch Severity as will afford a ſtriking Example to the 
Regiment. The Drummers muſt be made to inflict Puniſh- 
ment, as well as the Corporals, in Caſe of Neceſſity, ſo that 
when one or two Companies, are quartered ſeparately at an 
Cut-quarter there may be no Occaſion to ſend over Drummers 
if a Puniſhment is to take place—alſo where there is one Com- 
pany, the ſending one Drum or Corporal from the next Quar- 
ter is ſufficient, The Serjeant of the Guard is anſwerable that 
no Man is brought in Liquer to Puniſhment.

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Diſobedience of the Standing Orders of the Regiment. As early 
Notice as poſſible mutt always be given of the Detachments to be 
ſent off, or of a March, in order that the Meſſes may be ſo 
managed that the Men will not be any Days Pay bad. All the 
regimental Appointments muſt be got down every Spring, as 
early as poſſible, and all the Clothes fitted, and Taylors Work 
of every kind finiſhed before the Regiment aſſembles. The 
Hats muſt not be received, unleſs particular Circumſtances make 
it neceſſary, till the Regiment aſſembles, becauſe they are hurt 
by the March. 'The Annual Store InſpeCtion muſt be made at 
Chriſtmas, by the Field Officer preſent with the Regiment, 
and the next Officer in Seniority, according to the General 
Orders on that Subject, as accurately as poſſible—and nothing 
diſpoſed of that is ſerviceable.

an Out-quarter, they muſt be immediately ſent to the Officer 
commanding the Regiment. They will be kept regularly by the 


Adjutant, and delivered to the Paymaſter every Settling 24th. 


After a Set of Clothing is put out of Wear, it mult be kept as 
long as poſſible for extraordinary Duties. The Officer com- 
manding the Regiment muſt take the greateſt Care to have it 
in the moſt perfect Readineſs, to march from all its Quarters at 
the ſhorteſt Notice, when Circumſtances ſhall make ſuch Ar- 


rangement in any Degree neceſſary. On theſe Occaſions all the 


neceſſary Arrangements muſt be previouſly made for the Bag- 
gage and Sick, taking Care to keep as few Men out of the Ranks 
as poſſible—and the Companies muſt be as ſtrong in their re- 
ſpective Quarters as the Situation of the Regiment admits of,— 
The Ball Ammunition mutt always be ready to deliver out at a 
Moment's Warning, 20 Rounds of Firelock Ball Cartridge per 
Man, for the Effective, and always to be kept in Store. They 
are to be made up anew from Time to Time when not ute, 
and taken the utmoſt Care of, being carefully packed up in the 
Ammunition Box. The Captain of each Company always to 
have in Store, at leaſt, 200 good Flints; theſe muſt be pur- 
chaſed at proper Opportunities, when the Government Allow- 
ance is not ſufficient. Each Man's Things in the Store muſt 
have his Name paſted on them - and if the Size of the Store 
Room will not admit of it, each Man's complete Set of Things 
muſt be hung up together. The eldeft Serjeant in each Quar- 
ter muſt keep a Roli of the Eſcort Duty of the non- commiſſioned 
Officers of that Quarter, and when the Regiment affemblcs the 
Serjeant Major muſt receive and compare theſe, and regulate 
the Duty of the non-commiſſioned Officers whilſt the Regiment 
is aſſembled according to them; of Corſe, taking thoſe firſt, 
who, by theſe Rolls, have done the leaſt Duty of this Sort 
Curing the Regiments being diſperſed, Whenever Men are 
prevented by Illneſs, or any other Cauſe, from attending in the 
Ranks during the Spring Exerciſes, they muſt be at the Head- 
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quarters of the Regiment the Whole of the next Year; there- 
fore, the Commanding Officer muſt always be prepared to re- 
commend a proper Perſon in the Regiment when any Vacancy 
happens. The non-commiſſioned Officer muſt have the Com- 
panies Standing Orderly Book to read in turn, and they muſt be 
allowed alſo to refer to it as often as they chuſe.

THE REGIMENT AT EXERCISE. 


— 


"THE Officers to be particularly attentive, to be upright in 
the Ranks, perfetly ſteady, and ſuffer no talking. When 
the Regiment marches in Line, to dreſs to the Centre the Flanks 
and Centre to take Objects, that the Regiment may occupy the 
ſame Diſtance cf Ground whenever it halts. Whenever the 
Regiment advances by Files from the different Diviſions of the 
Regiment, the Officers to take particular Care, that the Heads 
of their File Columns are well dreſſed taking Objects, that on 
forming they may have their proper Diſtance, and to be well 
dreſſed in Line; as this entirely depends on the Officers ſtrict 
Attention ſhould be paid to it, Whenever the Companies are 
to form on any particular Company, the Officers ſhould let 
their Diviſions be a little beyond the Company it forms on, be- 
fore it halts; then, HALT! prEss! by which Means the 
Company forming will not impede the Dreſſing of the Com- 
pany next forming, paying Attention to the particular Points of 
View to be formed on, whether obliquely or not. When the 
Regiment forms a cloſe Column, the Officers to obferve that each 
Company is two Paces diſtant from the one before formed, and 
not to halt his Company till they are perfectly dreſſed in File; 
then, FRONT | and to obſerve that the rear Rank 1s equally as 
well dreſſed as the Front, and, at all Times, the Files to be well 
covered and dreſſed. Officers to be careful in forming Line from 
Columns not to take too much Ground for their Company, as 
one Error of this Kind muſt break the Diſtances of the fol- 
lowing Companies, unleſs obſerved by the Officer next forming. 
If there is a Preſſure in Line, at any Part, the Officer ſhould or- 
der a File, two, or more, if neceſſary, to fall in the Rear, and 
to wait an Opportunity of coming into Line again. ; 
n 
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In Caſe of Rey, if any Part of a Regiment ſhould be Cad; | 
denly broke, N 1 
right Hand Man, File, and Company, that he may, as rapidly 
as poſſible form again. 

When the Regiment marches in Line, and an Obſtacle oc- 
curs in the March of any Part of the Line, the Officer of the 
Company, or Grand Diviſion, &c. that it occurs to, ſhould 
order as many Files as may be neceſſary to fall in the Rear of the 
Line, and, on paſſing the Obſtacle, to retake their original 
Situation. The Attention of Officers keeping proper Diſtances 
in all Marches, by Diviſions, Companies, Grand Diviſions, 
&c. &c. is molt materially to be attended to, otherwiſe, when- 
ever the Regiment forms | {ali there muſt be great Intervals, 
which renders the Line weak and eaſily broke, 
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an muſt be well inſtructed to know his? 
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
